PROPOSAL

Demolish a ca. 1903 house with a ca. 1952 store addition to the front, and a ca. 1931 back
house.

ARCHITECTURE

The ca. 1903 house is one-story, rectangular-plan, steeply hipped roofed, frame house with
an ornamental gablet in the center of the fagade with fish-scale imbrication. The historic
porch on the house shown on Sanborn maps is not present; all original windows have been
replaced with paired 6:6 vinyl windows. The house has a one-story, rectangular-plan, front-
gabled commercial addition to the front with replacement windows. The back house is a
one-story, rectangular-plan, front-gabled frame house with single 6:6 fenestration.

RESEARCH

The ca. 1903 house originally housed two men who both worked for the Houston and Texas
Central Railroad: Frank Ephraim was a conductor and J.V. Hammonds was a brakeman.
They lived here until around 1907, when the house was purchased by Louis Courreges, a
French immigrant, who had a barber shop. Louis Courreges married Rosie Cherico of
Austin; they raised their family here until around 1921, when they moved to Marlin, Texas
for their retirement. From the early 1920s until around 1945, the house was owned and
occupied by August Cherico and his wife, Annie. Like Louis Courreges, August Cherico was
also a barber. It is believed that August and Annie Cherico built the back house as a rental
property around 1931. Their tenants were an African-American couple, Ross and Lillie
May Fennell, who lived here for as long as the Cherico family did. Ross Fennell was a
porter for the Southern Pacific Railroad at the railroad station. Lillie May Fennell had a
beauty parlor on Chestnut Avenue.

After World War II, the house was rented by a series of Hispanic families, until the early
1950s, when Aristeo Ruiz and his wife, Enriqueta, purchased the house. Aristeo Ruiz was
the proprietor of a beer tavern, La Bola de Oro, in the 600 block of E. 6t Street. They
rented the back house out to Hispanic families.

The commercial addition was added to the house in 1952, and was used as a law office by
Gabriel Gutierrez, Jr. in the 1970s.

STAFF COMMENTS

The houses are listed in the East Austin Historical Survey (2016). The main house is listed
as not eligible for designation because of the modifications, but the rear house is
recommended as contributing to a historic district.

STAFF RECOMMENDATION

Encourage rehabilitation and adaptive re-use. The main house, while having suffered
several major architectural modifications, including the replacement of the windows, the
loss of the front porch, and the commercial front addition, still retains a great deal of
integrity and has a prominent and intact example of turn-of-the-century fishscale
imbrication in the tympanum of the front gablet. While staff does not believe that either
house qualifies as a historic landmark on its own merits, it would be a shame to lose this
114-year old house, so staff must recommend release of the permit upon completion of a
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City of Austin Documentation Package, consisting of photographs of all elevations, a
dimensioned sketch plan, and a narrative historic for archiving at the Austin History
Center.

Louis and Rose Courreges (ca. 1907 — ca. 1921)

The 1910 U.S. Census shows Louis and Rosie Courreges at this address. Louis Coureges was
41, had been born in France, and was a barber with his own shop. Rosie Courreges was 35,
had been born in Texas to Italian-born parents, and had no occupation listed. They had 7
children: Edna, 16; Felix, 13; Louise, 10; George, 7; Patricia, 5; Catherine, 3; and Riley, 3
months. All of the children had been born in Texas.

The 1900 U.S. Census shows Louis and Rosie Courreges at 701 East Avenue in Austin. Louis
Courreges was a French-born barber. Rosie Courreges had no occupation listed. They had 3
children: Edna, 6; Felix, 3; and Louise, an infant.

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Louis was a barber in Austin for three decades with several shops and locations before his
retirement in final years to Marlin, Texas. His parents were Jean Courreges and Marie Jeanne
Duco Courreges (both of France).

He was listed as a third class passenger, age 17, embarking by ship on March 20, 1886 from
Bordeaux, France bound for New Orleans, listed occupation “milliner” and his intended final
destination noted as “San Antonio”.
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1889 Austin City Directory: “Coureges, Louis, barber, shop 317 E. 6th, rms same.” The 1891-92
city directory has the same shop location but says “boards Charles House.” He married Rose
Cherico of Austin in 1891.

1895 Austin City Directory: “Courreges, Louis, barber shop 317 E 6th, r. 1100 E. 11th.”

1897 Austin City Directory: “Courreges, Louis, barber shop, baths, 317 E. 6th, r. 1100 E. 11th.”
Same directory lists him associated in business with his brothers-in-law, barbers August Cherico
and John Cherico.

1900 U. S. Census: residence Austin, 701 E. Ave.; born March 1868, France; married 9 years;
year of immigration 1886; number of years in U.S. 14; occupation barber.

1903 Austin City Directory: “Courreges, Louis, barber shop 409 Congress ave, r. 701 East ave.”

1906 Austin City Directory: “Courreges, Louis, barber, 314 E. 6th, res 1100 E. 11th.” The 1909,
1910, 1912, 1914 directories have the same Sixth street business address but residence now
listed as 1010 E. 7th as it also is in the 1910 U. S. Census.

1916 Austin City Directory lists him under the category of barbers with business address 1105 E
6th.

1918 Austin City Directory: “Courreges, Louis (Rosie) barber res 1010 E 7th.”

The 1920 U.S. Census shows his large family still living in Austin, 1010 E 7th Street. Around
that time Louis relocated to Marlin, Texas and shortly thereafter his wife and younger children
joined him there.

By the time of the 1930 U. S. Census, he was retired and living with his wife (Rose) and son
(George) at 114 Branch Street, Marlin, Texas. He died there in 1936.

Rosa was the sixth child born to John and Catherine Cherico. She was the first of their children
to be born in Austin, Texas. Her father’'s occupation is listed as retail grocer in the 1880 census,
the family residing on Mesquite (11th) Street. Rosa’s father passed away in 1882.
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She married Louis Jean Courreges, a barber, in Austin in 1891. She and Louis resided the first
few years of their marriage in her mother’s 1100 E. 11th Street storefront home. Their first child,
Celeste, died as an eight month old in 1893. In 1894 a daughter, Edna, was born, followed in
1897 by a son, Felix.

Rosa and Louis moved to 701 East Avenue and a daughter, Louise, was born there in 1899. A
son, George was born in 1903, a daughter Patricia in 1905, daughter Kathyrn in 1908 and son
Riley in 1910. The family had moved up the street sometime before 1909 to 1010 East 7th
Street, where they would reside into the early 1920s, at which time Rosa and Louis relocated to
Marlin, Texas.

She and her husband lived the final years of their lives at 114 Branch Street, Marlin. She
passed away there in 1935.

August and Annie Cherico (ca. 1921 — ca. 1945)

The 1940 U.S. Census shows August and Annie Cherico as the owners of this house, which
was worth $2,000. August Cherico was 68, had been born in Louisiana, and was a barber.
Annie Cherico was 65, had been born in Germany, and had no occupation listed. At the rear
lived an African-American couple, Ross and Lillie May Fennell. Both were 37, and both had
been born in Texas.. Ross W. Fennell was a porter at the railroad station. Lillie May Fennell
was a beautician in a beauty parlor. They had no children listed with them. The 1930 U.S.
Census shows Ross and Lillie M. Fennell living in Lampasas, Texas, where Ross Fennell was a
porter at the railroad station.

The 1930 U.S. Census shows August and Annie Cherico as the owners of this house, which
was worth $2,000. August Cherico was a 58-year old Texas-born barber. Annie Cherico was
53, had been born in Germany, and had no occupation listed. There was no rear dwelling unit
recorded in the census report.

The 1920 U.S. Census shows August and Annie Cherico living on a farm they owned in rural
Travis County. August Cherico is listed as a barber. Annie Cherico had no occupation listed.
They had no children listed with them.
